Mr.  Chairman,  Lady,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1953. 

The  year  was  an  uneventful  one  and  this  is,  of  course,  the  aim  of  Public 
Health  Services,  to  see  that  each  year  is  one  in  which  there  are  no  special 
health  matters  for  comment,  but  rather  that  each  year  shall  be  one  in  which  the 
level  of  public  health  is  satisfactorily  maintained. 

You  will  notice  that  the  birth  rate  for  the  town  is  somewhat  below  that  of 
England  and  Wales  generally  and  that  on  the  other  hand,  the  death  rate  is  slightly 
above  that  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  reason  for  this  is  largely  due  to  the 
age  distribution  of  the  population,  since  one  notices  that  the  actual  birth  rate 
and  the  actual  death  rate  have  to  be  adjusted  by  factors  to  make  them  comparable 
with  the  standard  population  which  indicate  that  this  is  the  reason. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  was  negligible  with 
the  exception  of  our  old  enemy,  measles,  which  recurs  in  two  year  cycles,  but  even 
here  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  measles  seems  to  have  lost  much  of  its 
sting  in  recent  years. 

During  the  year  progress  was  made  towards  the  completion  of  the  new  clinic 
to  serve  the  town,  and  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking,  on 
behalf  of  the  county  service,  the  District  Council  for  the  facilities  they  have 
given  us  for  so  many  years  in  the  Mercer  Hall, 

To  yourself,  Mr,  Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the  Authority  and  to  my  fellow 
officials,  in  particular  Mr.  Bingham,  the  Clerk,  of  the  Council,  and  Mr.  Walmsley 
the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  help 
and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.  Perhaps  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  feature 
of  Local  Government  Work  is  the  happy  atmosphere  and  the  sense  of  being  a member  of 
a team  and  that  I have  had  in  full  measure  at  Great  Harwood  throughout  the  year,

Mr.  Chairman,  Madan  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  ny  eleventh  annual  report 
for  the  year  1953.  During  the  year  the  Litter  Act  cane  into 
force  and  the  number  of  litter  bins  in  the  town  are  to  be  increased. 
It  was  noticable  that  school  children  are  the  worst  offenders 
for  dropping  litter  in  the  fom  of  sweet  wrappers  in  the  vicinity 
of  shops  and  schools  but  the  provision  of  more  litter  bins  may 
help  to  reduce  this  litter  nuisance. 

The  new  mechanical  sweeper  is  seeping  appro x inat  ely  AO 
miles  per  week  and  a marked  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of 
the  streets  has  been  noticed.  The  many  sett-paved  streets  are 
difficult  to  sweep  due  to  the  uneven  surface  and  re-surfacing 
would  ensure  more  efficient  sweeping  and  reduce  considerably  the 
wear  and  tear  of  the  brushes. 

A record  number  of  waste  water  closets  were  converted  the 
number  being  116.  The  amount  of  salvage  collected  during  the 
year  dropped  slightly  but  this  was  due  to  difficulties  in  finding 
a market  for  disposal. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairnan  and  Members  of  the  Hea.lth 
Committee  for  their  support  and  I should  also  like  to  thank  the 
officials  and  staff  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.
